Fire Department's 
Monthly Activity 


According to the Monthly Ac- 
tivity Report of the Albany Fire 
Department, there was an in- 
crease in the number of alarms 
responded to in -the month of} 


May, over that of the same per-| 
iod last year, but showed a 
marked decrease in property 


values endangered by fire and 
property losses. 

Albany firemen responded to} 
64 fire alarms last month, with 
property endangered by these 
fires valued at $65,900, with only | 
an $805 actual loss; while during 
the same period last year, prop- 
erty valued at $90,150 was _ in-| 
volved, with the actual loss of 
$10,245. 

Inhalator and ambulance calls 
were also on the increase this 
year, as were other emergency 
calls, such as: public assist, false 
alarms, smoke investigation, etc. 

During the month of May, Fire 
Department employees also made 
a total of 73 miscellaneous in- 
Spections, including mercantile 
fire investigation, schools, ‘haz- 
ard complaints, apartments, new 
construction and others. 

Other activities covered in the 
report included; conferring with 
Albany Hospital officials con- 
cerning fire alarms and sprinkler 
systems, meeting with University 
Village officials on fumigating 
policies, and conferring on evac- 
uation plans Albany pre- 
schools,
